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As an example of the campaign 
methods adopted by the Dixon Star 
and the wav its publisher has at­ 
tempted to hold up the candidates 
we will publish a few documents for 
illustration, which will be of inter­ 
est to those who have been absorb­ 
ing the campaign literature in that 
paper. 


A recognized uniform rate of $5 
has always been charged by the pa­ 
pers of Lee county for publishing 
the standing announcement of candi­ 
dates. This rate was charged each 
candidate by the Lee County Times, 
Amboy journal, Amboy News, Frank-1 
ling Reporter. Dixon Sun and the I 
Dixon Evening Telegraph. 
W hen it ! 
came to putting their announcements j 
in the Dixon Star each candidate wan I 
held up for $15. 


They all knew that the Star made j 
this 
charge of 
three 
times 
the I 
amount of the value of the service I 
rendered. 
because 
its 
publisher 
thought as he runs a newspaper they 
would not care to incur his displeas­ 
ure. They also knew what tricks of 
deceipt, falsehood and misrepresen­ 
tation he could resort to if they re­ 
fused. and they submitted to what 
they knew was robbery. 


Not satisfied with this hold-up the 
publisher of the Star took advantage 
of the change in the primary law to 
hold up the candidates a second time 
and mailed each a bill for *10 addi­ 
tional. making a total of $25 for the 
service which the other papers of the 
county g ave for $5.

lishers of the county did not nave

by dissipation, disease aud overfatigue, 
and the evidences from all parts of 
the world shoAv that exposure to in­ 
tense sun rays is less to be feared In 
dry countries than In oeuutries where 
the tem p erature is much loAver, but 
the atm osphere is moist, and perspira­ 
tion is conseq uently retarded. 
Teople suffer more from a tem pera­ 
ture of 87 degrees F. at Brussels than 
at 122 degrees F. at Cairo, owing to 
the moist air of the first and the ex­ 
treme dryness of the air in the latter 
city.

ments as to complaints being made to 
h im by Germans escaping from th ese 
camps are absolutely false.”
